An unusually stem warning 


concerning the present trend has 
come from a leading tax author- 
ity in Congress. Representative 
Wilbur D. Mills, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, in a talk before a meeting of 
life insurance company officials, 
entitled "Deficits and Taxes", 
paints 
a 
picture 
of 
national 


irresponsibility 
i n 
government 


fiscal matters that should arouse 
the concern, and the fear, of 
every citizen. 


As Mills says, "My subject is 


neither a pleasant nor an encour- 
aging subject, but it is one to 
which we had better be paying 
more attention." He points- out 
that only once in the past 10 
years, chiefly 
years of 
high 


prosperity, has the nation had a 
budget surplus: In the last 40 
years, there have been only seven 
years of surplus. Moreover, the 
surpluses have been small and 
the deficits large, and "Thus it is 
we now have an overhanging 
national debt so large that the 
interest factor alone is one of the 
largest budget items annually." 


According to Mills, the deficit 


•in the "unified budget" for fiscal 
1971 is likely to be as much as 
$15 or $16 billion. "In my view", 
he observes, "this situation is 
dangerous not so much because 
of the actual size of the deficit in 
1971 but, more importantly, be- 
cause the trend continues to be 
one of lack of fiscal restraint and 
lack o f control." Government 
spending has been outrunning 
tax revenue by a wide margin. It 
may now be outrunning even the 
taxpaying ability of the people. 
What this means is made grimly 
clear by Mills, "Constantly in- 
creasing deficits lead to higher 
and higher prices." 


He concluded his address with 


the comment, "Obviously, there 
is no g r e a t e r challenge in 
American government than the 
meshing- of fiscal, taxing and 
expenditure policies with econom- 
ic conditions, and, after doing so, 
having a reasonable chance to 
attain 
desirable 
fiscal 
goals." 


Taxes, government spending and 
deficits are dry subjects, but like 
a weak heart in a mountain 
climber they stand between the 
nation and its high goal of a 
better life for all in the future. 


Echo Of Past Mistakes 


The debate over aid to Cambo- 


. dia demonstrates that both the 
' Administration and Senate crit- 


ics regard this as a matter of 
vital concern. It has become 


'. evident in hearings that both 


sides are viewing the aid bill in 
broad perspective. 


The administration 
contends 


•that its proposed $255,000,000 
'supplemental aid is 
essentially 


for the continued orderly with- 
drawal of American troops from 
Southeast Asia. President Nixon 
.alluded to this in his press 
conference. Having asserted that 
•under no circumstances would 
U.S. ground forces be sent back 
into Cambodia, he described the 
proposed aid as an 
excellent 


investment because it will tie 
down North Vietnamese troops 
who otherwise would "be over 
killing Americans." 


The trouble is that the Ad- 


ministration can and does pur- 
port-to justify all sorts of actions 
as being helpful to troop with- 
drawals. The Cambodian inva- 


- -sipn, the recent attacks in North 
;-Vietnam, and now the Cambodian 
• aid bill'are all put forward in this 


light. 


Senate opponents of further 


involvement in Cambodia seek a 
much clearer administration out- 
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line of what this involvement will 
consist of. The Administration 
shies from such guidelines. It is 
noteworthy that after Secretary 
of 
State William P. Rogers' 


testimony before the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee Chair- 
man J. W. Fulbright remarked: 
"I need greater persuasion by 
you that we would not become, 
involved in a future land war. 
This is the greatest question to 
me." Other committee members 
concurred 
in this view, Sen. 


Frank 
C h u r c h 
saying that 


history shows "the blood has 
followed the money." 


What emerges is the fear of 


some Senate members that fur- 
ther aid now will simply prepare 
the way for even more aid in the 
future. They are afraid that this 
aid might turn out to be the 
beginning step for more active 
American intervention s h o u l d 
Cambodia begin to falter. 


Both sides have valid conten- 


tions. There is certainly agree- 
ment that everything possible 
should be done to expedite the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops. The 
Senate critics, however, appear 
to have the lessons of history in 
their favor: U.S. involvement in 
Southeast Asia, from President 
Kennedy down to the present, 
has consistently been justified 
either as short term aid to make 
American intervention unneces- 
sary, or else as being requisite to 
bring about the end of American 
involvement. 


During 
all that time, U.S. 


involvement has continued una- 
bated. To argue that there is a 
sort of magic in a quarter - 
billion - dollar increment in Cam- 
bodian aid may be doing exactly 
what Rogers contends the Ad- 
ministration is not doing, falling 
into the mistakes of the past. 


"The brain of an ant is one of

Many clergy either preach 


about, or join groups organized 
to "Put Christ 
Back

Christmas!" They see t'he sacr- 
ed Christmas hymns being worn 
out by d e p a r t m e n t slort 
loudspeakers, during a "Christ- 
inas Season" which sometimes 
begins the day after Halloween. 


Yet while allowing for the 


excesses 
that 
exist 
in any 


institution or human custom, a 
growing number of Christians 
are re-thinking the question as 
to whether commercialization of 
Christmas is evil per se.'

Jesus — who spent at least ten

He knew full 
well the meaning of economic 
pressure, having had to support 
his mother as well, apparently, 
as his younger brothers and

meaning) dealt directly or in- 
directly 
with what the late

God's "identifying h i m s e l f 
utterly

men in their secularily, precise- 
ly where they are, in their 
'materiality' — with whatever 
'commercialism' it may entail 
— in their eating and drinking 
and being merry, having fun, 
being sentimental — for people 
are that way, whatever file 
sophisticated rnight desire — 
indeed, just being human. . . 
Christmas 
is the festival of 
God's humanity." 


Puritan austerity in banning 


Christmas hardly alleviated the 
plight of the poor — while the 
"commercialization" of the fes- 
tival, whatever its excesses, has 
probably simulated more people 
to help the poor than has any 
other holiday on the calendar. 


Hence there is especial mean- 


ing in one of the Christmas 
carols, which originated in Lon- 
don following the restoration of 
Christmas celebrations after the 
rigid rule Of Oliver Cromwell:

State police from- the Benton Harbor post launched ah in- 


vestigation Friday into allegations of pollution stemming from 
dense smoke coming from Michigan Standard Alloys, Inc 
plant on Mendel road, Benton Harbor. 


Benton township police, meanwhile, said smoke Fridav re- 


duced visibility to 150 feet at times and was listed as a factor 
in two sepaarte chain-reaction collisions involving five cars. 


The collisions occurred about 11:37 a.m. on M-139 North 


near Riverside road. One person was treated at Mercy hospital 
and released. 


Michigan Standard Alloys aluminum smelting plant is lo- 
cated on Mendel road, just off M-139 North (Paw Paw avenue). 


State police officially entered the case at 12:15 p.m. Friday 


when Mrs. Clarence Mort, route 3 box 376 Benton Harbor, 
called the post to complain of the smoke. The state police re- 
port states that the Morts reside about 300 yards from the 
plant. 


The investigation was conducted by Trooper Thomas Stcn- 


back. His report included personal observations, interviews 
and a dozen photographs he took of the smoke scene. Stenback 
said the photographs have been sent to state police headquar- 
ers at East Lansing to be processed. 


Berrien Prosecutor Ronald J. Taylor said he will study the 


police report to determine if there is basis for his office's 
filing a complaint with the Michigan Air Pollution commis- 
sion. Taylor said the commission would make its own in- 
vestigation. If pollution is found and action is not taken to 
correct it, Taylor said, the law provides fines for as long as 
air pollution continues. 


Michigan Standard Alloys reported in May, 19G9, that it had 


installed ?300,000 worth of smoke abatement equipment in its 
aluminum foundry. Jay Fowler, vice president of operations, 
said the bulk of the smoke has been eliminated and the 
company is still working on the problem. 


Fowler explained smoke control at aluminum smelters is

It was the 17th time an under- 


ground test had "leaked" and 
AEC officials said the only com- 
parable release of radiation fol- 
lowed a 1965 test. 


The most contaminated

levels above 25 roentgens per 
hour. The Federal Radiation 
Council says humans are endan- 
gered if exposed to more than 25 
roentgens a year.
